Colonel 
Lowe has filed a formal report to the 
effect “that there is no appropyiation 
available for the payment of the ex- 
penses which would be incurred by mov- 
ing the internal revenue officials out of 
their present quarters, and that, until 
congress makes gome move in the mat- 
ter, the only way in which additional] 
room may be secured is through the 
cleaning out of the store rooms refer 
red to. 

It was practically decided to do this 
some time ago, but, according to informa- 
tion in the hands of the treasury depart- 
ment, the plan was changed as a result 
of a nunfavorable recommendation made 
by inspectors of the postoffice department, 
It is stated that these inspectors have 
mo authority in the premises, and that 
the postmaster at Atlanta, by taking the 
case up through the proper official chan- 
nels may at once get the basement room 
if he desires to do so. No official estl- 
mates of the necessary outlay have been 
made, but Colonel Lowe said this after- 
noon that probably $2,500 would cover 
the total cost. Approximately one-half of 
this would have to be expended for an 
elevator, he said ,and the other half in 
doing the necessary work in the basement, 
The treasury department would do noth- 
ing, he said, until the postmaster at At- 
lanta “ook the initiative. 

Colonel Lowe has advised Congressman 
Livingston ang the custodian of the At- 
lanta building that the treasury depart- 
ment has no fund out of which it can 
pay the expenses of moving the inter- 
nal revenue people and providing new 
quarters for them.

Census Figures Fix 1904 Crop 
at 13,084,407 Bales, 


Texas Leads as Usual, but Georgia 
Comes Second, Having Passed 
Mississippi — The Largest 
Increase Is Shown in 
Georgia. 


Washington, April 28.—(Special.)—The 
bureau of the census has just issued the 
final report of the cotton crop grown in 
1904. This report is No. 19 in the se- 
ries of census bulletins. The statistics 
for 1904 are accompanied by compara- 
tive statistics for the crops of 1900, 1901I, 
1902 and 1903. Six preliminary reports 
were issued during the ginning season 
of 1904-5, showing the quantity of cotton 
ginned to specified dates. The final re- 
port aggregates the quantities included 
in each of the preliminary statements, 
and completes the sixth consecutive crop 
year for which cotton reports have been 
published by the census bureau. 

The crop of 1904, as returned by the 
and including linters is 13,- 
584,457 bales, of 500 pounas. It exceeds 
the crop of 1903 by 3,491,386 bales, or 
35.4 per cent. The largest crop produced 
in the United States prior to 1904 was 
that of 1898, which, according to com- 
mercial returns, amounted to 11,235,000 
bales, g 15.9 per cent less than the crop 
of 1904. The average crop for ihe hve- 
year period ending with 1!903 was 3Q,- 
892,047 bales, or 25.9 per cent less than 
the crop of 1904. 


Georgia Is Second. 

Among the cotton producing _ states 
Texas has held the first rank for twen- 
ty years, Its production in 1904 was 
3,134,677 bales. Georgia, with a produc- 
tion of 1,960,15! bales, was second, hav- 
ing passed Mississippi, which held the 
second rank fin 1903. Mississipi is third 
and Alabama fourth. With the exception 
of Kansas, Arkansas and Texas, all the 
cotton producing states show larger crops 
for 1904 than for any other year in 
which these reports have been issued. 
The states which show the most notable 
increases compared with 1903 are Ala- 
bama ,Georgia and South Carolina. the 
largest increase being found in Georgia, 
where the crop exceeded that of 1903 
by 612,380 bales, or 48.3 per cent. The 
increase in Alabama is 46.5 per cent, in 
South Carolina 45.7 per cent and in 
Texas 27 per cent. The largest crop ever 


grown in Texas was that of [900, when 


the state produced 208,870 
than in 1904.

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Railroad Tax Cases Will Then 


Rest with Court 


Eilpetrick and Smith Heard Yester- 


day for the State and Lamar for 
the Railroads—Vast Mass 
of Evidence To Be Con- 
sidered by Court. 


Three more arguments were made yes- 
terday in Fulton superfor court in the 
Georgia and Central of Georgia railroad 
tax cases. J. D. Kilpatrick, of Decatur, 
spoke for the state in the Central of 
Georgia case; Judge Joseph R. Lamar, 
of Augusta, argued the case in behalf of 
the Georgia Railroad and Banking Com- 
pany, and Hon. Hoke Smith, represent- 
ing Richmond county, spoke for the de- 
fense. 

This morning after the conclusion of 
Mr. Smith's argument, Attorney General 
John C. Hart will conclude for the atate 


in both cases, and Alex King, of Atlanta, 


will conclude for the two railroads. The 
trial of this important case will have 
consumed just one week, the court hav- 
ing taken it up on Monday. 

There is a vast mass of eviderice, legal 
authorities submitted, petitions, demur- 
rers, answers and other papers which 
the court will have to consider and it 
is not unlikely on this account that lc 
will be some weeks before Judge Pen- 
dleton is able to finish its consideration 
and render his decision. 

Mr. Kilpatrick in speaking, for the 
state argued that the law had been com- 
plied with in every respect in making 
assessmenta c° this Western of Alabam. 
stock for taxation. Due and legal notice 
had beon given the plaintiffs and they 
had simply refused to comply with the 
laws of the state. Mr. Kilpatrick also 
declared that the situs of personal prop- 
erty was at the home of the owner, and 
the beneficiary. A citizen of Georgia or 
any other state could not send his per- 
sonal property; out of the state as a 
pledge for a debt, and then declare it 
was nct taxable in the state of his resi- 
dence. He compared the Central of 
Georgia and its 15,C00 shares of Western 
of Alabama etock, to any citizen who 
executes 4 mortgage on a piece of prop- 
erty. Under the Georgia law both the 
property and the moertgage are taxable. 
The rallxoad pe said hac h:d every op- 
purtugity to return this stock, and to 
have tts value arbitrated, but had re- 
fusea to do so. The railroad had in no 
wise teen denie@ the equal protection of 
the laws because it had been shown to 
be the policy of the sttae to treat every 
owner of foreign atock in the same man- 
ner and require the payment of taxes 
upon it. 

Judge Lamar Is Heard. 

Judge Lamar followed for the Georgia 
railroad. The proposition to demand 
back taxes on this stock, he declared, 
Was appalling and without authority of 
law. He made an elabgrate argument to 
show that tue railroads had not been 
given due notice of the fact that these 
taxes were to be required. The.notice 
given constituted a notice only in so 
far as One year’s taxes were concerned. 
The assessment of property for taxatiun 
is a judicial proceeding, he declared, and 
notice is required under the law for 
@€ach year in which it is proposed to col- 
lect euch tnxes. In this case notice had 
been given for only one year, and the 
effort was being made to collect taxes for 
twenty years or more, or in other words, 
the attempt was being made to take 
away the property of the plaintiffs with- 
out giving them due and legal notice of 
the proceeding against them. 

With regard to the decision of the 
United Sitaes supreme court Judge La- 
mar argued that it decided nothing more 


than the Western of Alabama stock is | 


taxable in Georgia, and that is adjudi- 
cated the question only in so far as one 
vear's taxes is now concerned.

How To Avoid the Cold Home in 


Winter. 


It is a wise saying, “In time of peace 
prepare for war.”’ 

The spring days are here—in fact, ina 
week or so, we are going to jump right 
into summer—and you will be thinking 
of how to keep cool instead of how to 
keep warm.

Memorial Day Speeches of Georgia’s 
Chief Executive and Alabama

Montgomery, Ala. April 28.—(Special.)—

fact that Governor Terrell; of Georgia, 
and Judge William H. Thomas, of Mont- 
Somery, presented the same idea in Me- 
morial day speeches, that of a monument 
to all the dead of the civil war, and

of it. It is further a remarkable fact 
that both used the same instance, that 
of the monument to Wolfe and Montcalm, 
on the plains of’ Abraham, erected by the 
Canadians. The only difference ts that 
Governor Terrell suggested a monument 
of stone, and Thomas one of homes and 
care for those who are left. 

Governor Terrell, who advanced the 
idea of a monument to #11 who fell in the 
conflict*from Fort Sumter to Appomattux, 
closed by saying in his speeab at La- 
Grange: “It is our duty to remember in 
love and gratitude the devotion and sac-*

Tifice of the confederite soldier. We 
should do this, not orly as those who 
believe in the principles for which he 
fought, but as Americans. His valor, as 
well as that of the union soldier, is the 
common heritage of all ‘Americans. 
Though we were divided forty years ago, 


‘today we are united, and united forever.” 


After reciting that the war settled ques- 
tions that jurists, statesmen and orators 
had doné no more than stir up, Judge 
Thomas made use of the Canadian monu- 
ment illustration, as noted above. He 
also spoke of the Lookout mountain peace 
monument in New York, and then con- 
cluded: 

“It is well to speak to coming genera- 
tions of our great deeds, in the cold but 
enduring marble. It were better stil] to 
teach the living the nobler lessons of 
brotherly love and Christian forgiveness 
by the doings of magnanimous acts of 
kindness and making the test of sincere 
sectional reconciliation by practical be- 
nificence. This will need no enduring brass 
and towering marble to speak to the 
homes, the firesides and the hearts of 
listening ages, searching for truth. Let, 
then, the United National Soldiers’ home 
be erected in the south as the truly elo- 
quent peace monument. And, in the lan- 
guage of Mr. Rixy, of Virginia ‘will not 
congress, at this great distance from the 
close of that. great gtruggie, rise to fhis 
plane, and remove the barrier which 
Stands across the path of the private sol- 
dier, leading to justice, equality, peace 
and brotherly love.’ ’’
